and Margaret Watters. The Watters celebrated 
their 50th wedding anniversary this month, and 
their colleagues and friends gathered at the chapel 
to wish them a happy one. 

‘“‘He’s very active in town affairs,’’ said Howard 
Weitmeyer, who organized the party, explaining 
why all the hoopla for the couple. 

“Active” is putting it mildly when it comes to 
Robert Watters, a selectman for 10 years, four of 
which he was the board’s chairman. He is a life 
trustee of Lawrence General Hospital, a former 
board member of First Essex Savings Bank in 
Lawrence, former president of the Lawrence 
Chamber of Commerce and of the Mermack Valley 
Philharmonic, besides a host of other activities. He 
also founded the Andover-North Andover YMCA 

Why did he keep so busy? 

‘‘He wanted to get away from his wife,’’ Mrs 
Watters joked. 

“It gets in your blood,’’ Mr. Watters explained, 
“that feeling of being of service to the town.” 

The Watters moved to Andover more than 40 
years ago with their two young children. Mr. Wat- 
ters was working at the George W. Dinsmoor Co. in 
Lawrence, where he started as office boy in 1926 
and retired as president 42 years later. 

Watters was a member of the town’s Industrial 
Development Commission and the FinanceCom- 
mittee before being appointed to finish out the 
term of Selectman B. Allen Rowland, who resigned 
from the board in June, 1963 with nine months left

to his term. Watters was elected to serve a full 
three-year term in 1964 and then re-elected in ’67 
and ’70. 

“It was a very pleasant feeling (to be re-elected 
twice),’’ Watters said. ‘‘When I announced my re- 
tirement, they tried to persuade me to run again, 
said I’d get elected again no problem. But I was 
stubborn. Ten years was enough.” 

Watters described his years on the board as ‘‘the 
most interesting and pleasant experiences of my 
life.”’ 

Fellow selectmen described him as a gentle, 
quiet man who rarely Jost his temper. 

‘“‘He was never the type to do iuch fighting or 
screaming or yelling,’’ Roger W. Collins told a 
newspaper reporter when he succeeded Watters as 
chairman of selectmen in 1973. 

The two accomplishments Watters said he iooks 
back on with the most pride are keeping industry 
away from centrai Andover and founding the Y 

Raytheon Co., The Gillette Co. and Hewlett- 
Packard are where they are today partly because 
of Watters’ prompting 

Watters also served as chairman of the commit- 
tee that raised $1,500,000 to build the Y. at 165 Hav- 
erhill St. in 1974. Watters, who had been president 
of Lawrence’s Y., served in various capacities at 
the new organization, including president. 

Watters said one of his favorite non-civic actjv- 
ities was on the Board of Investment of Essex 
Bank 

‘If I ever had another life to live, I’d be a bank- 
er,” he said. ‘‘It keeps you in touch with everything 
that’s going on financially in the whole. city.”’

Watters Celebrate Golden Anniversary 


Watters was born in Ohio, then moved with his 
family first to Connecticut, then to Methuen, where 
his father worked at the Arlington Mills. He was 
stricken with polio at 13, when he had just finished 
ninth grade. Unable to walk for three years, 
Watters couldn’t finish high school. So he learned 
typing, shorthand and a little bit of bookkeeping at 
McIntosh Commercial School in Lawrence. 

George Dinsmoor, who started the Lawrence 
company that makes paper tubes and cores, hired 
Watters as an office boy. Dinsmoor took a liking to 
the young Watters, who would eventually become 
the firm’s president and executor of Dinsmoor’s 
will. 

On Sept. 4, 1937, Watters married Margaret 
Graham, a nurse from Methuen. Mrs. Watters, a 
Simmons College graduate, retired from Lawrence 
General in 1973 after starting and directing the in- 
service education program there for 10 years. 

The Watters’ son, Robert Jr., 47, retired from the 
U.S. Army as a colonel and is finishing his third of 
four years on the staff of NATO in Belgium. Their 
daughter, Linda Isaac, 43, lives near Detroit, 
Mich., where she manages a law office. 

The Watters have six grandchildren and two 
great-grandchildren. 

Mr. Watters said his marriage has lasted so long 
because he and his wife base it on New Testament 
writings. 

‘‘We’ve had our ups and downs and horizontals,” 
he said ‘‘But never once in 50 years have I ever 
regretted choosing Margaret to be my wife.”’

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Awarded Research Fellowship 


Evelyn Rabin, Ph.D., of North Andover was recently 
awarded a $40,000 Postdoctoral/Postresidency Cancer Re- 
search Fellowship by the American Cancer Society’s Mas- 
sachusetts Division. The division is funding her work for 
two years beginning March 1, 1987, as part of a $430,000 
investment committed to 1987 research projects in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Rabin’s experiments will be conducted at Tufts Univer- 
sity School of Medicine in Boston where she is a research 
associate in the department of pathology. She is studying 
the way an immune response is triggered and is looking at 
the T-cells, or ‘thelper’’ cells, of the immune system 
which activate the cells that fight against foreign sub- 
stances and cancer. Rabin is examining the relationship 
between certain T-cells and the cells they activate. 

The Massachusetts Division of the American Cancer 
Society supports the research of promising investigators 
throughout the state. According to Massachusetts Divi- 
sion President David S. Rosenthal, M.D., the division pro- 
vides initial funding for young researchers, allowing their 
ideas to flourish. 

Recipients of the Postdoctoral/Postresidency Cancer 
Research Fellowship are awarded a maximum of $40,000 
over two years.

Governor Dummer Academy was founded in 
1763 by the will of former Governor William 
Dummer of the Massachusetts Bay Colony on 
his summer estate. The Mansion House he built 
circa 1716 is the home of Headmaster and Mrs. 
Peter W. Bragdon today; the original school- 
house, which opened to 28 students in 1763, was 
restored in 1938 for the school’s 175th anniver- 


sary. 


The academy is the oldest boys’ boarding 
school in continuous existence in North Ameri- 
ca. Girls were admitted as day students for two 
periods in the 19th century, then as day students 
in 1971 and as boarders in 1973. Current students 
include 200 boys and 147 girls, 228 boarders and 
119 day students, from 22 states and 10 coun- 
tries.

and white telescopic prints which he subsequent- 
ly paints with oil. The results are imagined yet 
eerily real sensations of outer space. 

Azran’s complex environmental constructions 
are lit by slide projections which provide subli- 
minal clues to possible interpretations of the 
three-dimensional structures of her work. She 
coats ceramic artifact-like objects with photo- 
graphic emulsion to photographically encode 
their surfaces before imbedding the objects in 
the wall of her constructions. 

In the work of all these artists, photography is 
a presence synthesized with other image mak- 
ing methods. A tension between the kind of reali- 
ty that photography establishes plays against 
the romance of the hand to create rich meta- 
phors and new insights into the possibilities for 
making art which mediates aspects of the struc- 
ture of Modernism and the spirit of Post Mod- 
ernism.

Bancroft Principal Iora Alexander 
questioned whether or not her school 
would be the only one considered to ac- 
cept transfer first graders and was told 
it would not. The committee would hope 
to encourage parents on the outskirts of 
the South School district to transfer their 
children to the nearest other district, 
whether it be Bancroft or Sanborn, which 
also has lower student-teacher ratios. 

Poore commented ‘‘There are a multi- 
tude of solutions, some horrible, some 
distasteful,” but they would all have to 
be considered. 

Committeemen Neal and Donald Robb 
expressed opinions that the transfer of a 
teacher would disrupt fewer students in 
the long run, even though it would cost 
South School its music room. Haslam 
agreed that ‘The faster it is dealt with, 
the better for the students.” 

Since the committee members were 
unsure of the logistical impact of either 
moving students or a teacher, they di- 
rected the administration to investigate 
the two options and make a determin- 
ation by tomorrow afternoon, (Friday).

The newly-organized Interfaith Counseling Service of Andover 
Inc. is accepting applications for an executive director. 

In response to the interest of local clergy, a group of citizens, 
clergy of all faiths and local mental health providers, spent several 
months researching the need for pastoral counseling in the Andover 
area.

Selectmen Support Town Manager’s Decision 


George Danneman was refused reinstatement to the 
Andover Housing Partnership Committee (AHPC) af- 
ter the citizen advocate made an impassioned presen- 
tation to the Board of Selectmen Monday night. 

“Our form of government is a ‘strong town man- 
ager’ charter,’’ explained Selectman William Dalton. 
“The selectmen set policy, we do not implement poli- 
cy. That’s the town manager’s decision.” 

Kenneth Mahony, town manager, ‘“‘made a deci- 
sion” to remove Danneman from the AHPC, Dalton 
continued, and under the charter the selectmen should 
back him. 

Claiming Mahony fired him from the volunteer 
housing group “unfairly, and with no just cause,” 
Danneman defended himself against charges made 
by town officials that he opposes affordable housing in 
Andover. 

Speaking before a crowd of approximately 100 
mostly-supportive residents, Danneman read tran 
scripts from hearings on tl Abbot’s Pond compre 
nensive permit proposal and tne minutes 
February Planning Board meeting. The documents 
had been used by Mahony as evidence for Danne 
man’s dismissal. ‘‘My statements were not anti-affor- 
dable housing statements,’’ Danneman said, “‘it was a 
statement against unscrupulous developers who use 
the (comprehensive permit) law to their own ends.” 

The transcripts quoted Danneman as saying “I 
would like to urge the board and town people here 
tonight to join together with other town governments 
and townspeople to fight for the repeal of the entire 
comprehensive permit process.”’ 

Town officials said such statements could be used 
against Andover in the event of a developer lawsuit, 
and would damage the AHPC’s credibility as a com- 
mittee designed to assist in the development of affor- 
dable housing. Mahony, reached for comment on 
Tuesday, said ‘‘I have done what I felt was required of 
me to do, within the law.” 

Danneman, 52 Jenkins Road, said the Massachu- 
setts comprehensive permit statute, which allows de- 
velopers to skirt local zoning bylaws for the purpose

of constructing affordable housing, is too often 
“abused by profiteering developers” who ‘ram 
through’’ projects which are detrimental to the sur- 


rounding community. 

“T believe this is an unfair and autocratic law. | 
disapproved of the density of these projects,’’ Danne- 
man commented. ‘Are we increasing the density of

The former AHPC member also refuted charges he 
had ‘slowed down the progress”’ of the committee by 
questioning proposals that had gone through the re- 
view process prior to the housing group’s formation. 
He cited comments by Joseph Flatley, Director of the 
Massachusetts Housing Partnership (MHP), and 
State Representative Susan Tucker (D-Andover) sup- 
porting his contention that the AHPC has the right to 
comment on previous proposals. 

When the housing committee was formed, Danne- 
man remarked, ‘‘we were not told the process we 
were to follow.’’ With Tucker’s help, he said, ‘“‘we got

state experts’ opinions on this.”’ 

Previously, Danneman noted, ‘“‘all we knew was 
what town officials told us.

Following Danneman’s soliloguoy, numerous resi- 
dents spoke out, urging the selectmen and the Town 
Manager to reinstate him. Chris Holmes, a member of 
the volunteer parking committee and a self-described 
‘George Danneman fan,”’ lambasted the selectmen 
for not reinstating the ousted AHPC member. ‘‘Thers 
is a problem of perception here, that because George 
was active, because George was right, that because 
he was perceptive, we got rid of him.”’ 

The selectmen refused to answer residents’ ques- 
tions during the presentation. Chairman Gerald Sil- 
verman repeatedly pointed out ‘‘this is not a public 
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hearing, it’s a citizen’s petition and presentation.” 
Holmes accused the board of “‘hiding”’ by not engag- 
ing in verbal warfare with the residents. 

“‘T am also upset,” Holmes added, “‘with (the select- 
men) for not informing us more about the comprehen- 
sive permits. Why were we told ‘there’s nothing we 
can do’ about them? How come we weren’t told about 
‘friendly and unfriendly’ permits?” 

A friendly comprehensive permit is when the town 
assists the developer in the project, while an unfriend- 
ly permit does not have community cooperation. 

Olivier Goulet, 119 North St., assailed the ‘‘intimida- 
tion” of residents who work on town committees as a 
repercussion of Danneman’s dismissal. He also 
echoed Holmes’ complaint, saying Stephen Colyer, 
town Physical Planner, had told him ‘‘we couldn’t 
fight the comprehensive permits, and that the town 
works with the developer on the project

“The ramifications of his removal,’ Heller com- 
mented, ‘‘are that if committee members speak out in 
an unpopular way, or embarrass the selectmen, 
they’ll be smeared across the front page of the pa- 
pers. Why must we muzzle committee members?’

What's At Issue 


George Danneman had his day in court so to 
speak when he appeared before selectmen Mon- 
day night urging them to convince Town Man- 
ager Kenneth Mahony to continue his 
membership on the Andover Housing Part- 
nership Committee. 

Danneman was given his opportunity to speak 
as a courtesy since the selectmen had little 
recourse in the matter. The appointment is Ma- 
hony’s. 

But Danneman is a hero to many of the afforda- 
ble housing opponents and they joined him in his 
Monday night appearance lending support in rau- 
cous fashion. 

Frankly, it would appear that the time has 
come for the community to come to grips with 
this affordable housing issue. Andover must con- 
form to state regulations by providing some low 
and moderate income housing within its borders. 
« There is little doubt of the necessity for such 
units in view of the fact that there isn’t a house in 
Andover under $100,000, which is a bit much for a 
young couple just starting out in life. 

What is promised within the confines of the 
low-moderate income housing units are some 
Starting at around $78,000, which could well be 
within affordability range for some. 

There is, of course, inherent fears by some 
Andover residents as to what such units will look 
like, what type of people they may attract, how 


long the residents will remain in Andover. 

All of this is obtains to the usual feeling of 
many an Andover resident, namely I’m here, 
let’s put up the fence and keep the rest of the 
world away. 

It is a particularly improper attitude. 

Many of those opposing the comprehensive per- 
mit process for projects currently under consid- 
eration indicate they are not violently opposed to 
the theory, just the manner in which the projects 
will be carried out. 

Roughly translated it means why not upgrade 
the low-moderate units to somehwere in the $100,- 
000 and beyond category which will insure main- 
tenance of the Andover image. 

It just isn’t going to happen. 

What would be much better is to have a group 
of people working together to get the affordable 
units into town in order that young people born 
and educated here may remain in the community 
as they begin new lives. 

At current prices such an opportunity is out of 
the question for many. 

Working together to resolve problems within 
the community often accomplishes much more 
than fostering definite opposition with no room 
for compromise. 

And, definitely, very little is accomplished 
through head-hunting expeditions as took place 
Monday night.

To Andover

When the Dukakis campaign asked me to 
spend a weekend in Iowa on the presidential tra- 
il, I said “‘yes’’ without hesitation. I happen to 
disagree with our Governor on a fair number of 
issues but I genuinely believe America needs a 
healthy dose of his integrity 
and competence at this time. 

Those of you who do not care 
fo Mike Dukakis may have a 
hard time understanding why I 
would subject myself to 70); 
hours of exhaustion on the last 
weekend before the Legis- 
lature reconvenes. I am in- 
trigued by Presidential 
politics. As in all life’s endeav- 
ors, there is no learning like 
doing and no knowing like being where the 
action is. Right now the action is in Iowa and I 
want to share some of my observations with 
you. 

¢ Counting all campaigns (Gephardt, Biden 
Jackson, Bush, DuPont, Dole, Simon, Gore), 
there are more field organizers, press people 
and political operatives in Iowa right now than 
there are voters.’ Most of these campaign work- 
ers are under age 25, due to the fact that pay is 
peanuts and only the young could bear the hours 
and demands. These staffers are well-educated, 
bright, dedicated and inspiring. Inspiring be- 
cause they care about our country and they take 
the “high road’’ with folks from other cam- 
paigns. Political difference is healthy: it’s politi- 
cal indifference that hurts. 

¢ Party activists in Iowa agree that our sys- 
tem for selecting candidates is bizarre—too long 
and too expensive. Yet, they revel in the atten- 
tion they receive due to the fact that a good 
showing in Iowa in 4% months is critical to a 
candidate’s ability to attract funds and media 
attention. Where else can a citizen get activé in 
politics then demand a personal interview with a 
Presidential candidate (or, at the very least, the 
spouse )? 

e Anyone who thinks Iowans are ‘‘backwoods”’ 
is sadly mistaken. The crowds I addressed 
asked the best questions and had the most com- 
mons sense I have heard in a long time. Further- 
more, they can smell a fake from 100 yards 
because they are sophisticated voters who have 
heard it all. In other words, as long as we have a 
‘‘bellweather”’ state in Presidential politics, I 
am comfortable with the fact that it is Iowa. 

¢ I bought several tickets to a hog raffle at the 
county fair and prayed I wouldn’t win. I didn’t. 

¢ The teachers and environmental groups | 
met with in Iowa have precisely the same con- 
cerns as their Massachusetts counterparts. Isn’t 
it time for some national leadership on protect- 
ing our drinking water and educating our chil- 
dren. 

¢ In a Presidential campaign people all over 
America open their homes to supporters, give 
their energy, money and time on the single gut 
gamble that they have a candidate who will ‘do 
them proud.’’ What a marvelous country! 

¢ Finally, you might be interested in the true 
story of how our Governor is being received in 
Iowa. In a word, fantastic. It’s very early and 
“undecided” is the largest bloc by far, as it 
should be. However, all political indicators—key 
people, raising funds, early polls—show Dukakis 
at or near the top in Iowa. My personal political 
indicator was gratifying indeed: at a big county 
gathering Saturday night, I got a bigger hand 
than Senator Biden’s wife!

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Florence St Properties Face Zoning Decisions 


Florence St. will be host to two more rental 
housing units if the Zoning Board of Appeals rul- 
es in favor of two separate petitions presented 
by landlords at the September 3 ZBA meeting. 

Charles A. Papalia of North Andover asked 
for permission to add a third apartment to the 
house he owns at 20-22 Florence St. The pro- 
posed third-floor unit is currently serving as 
storage space for tenants residing on the first 
and second floors. 

Construction of the additional apartment 
would require slight roof alterations, Papalia 
said. The proposed unit would have a separate 
entrance from those on the lower floors, with all 
three tenants sharing a common hallway. The 
house’s driveway would be expanded to allow 
for six parking spaces, or two per tenant. The 
building’s foundation would not be disturbed. 

Following Papalia’s hearing, Jeffrey Sheehy 
petitioned the board to allow the building of a 
similar addition next door, at 24 Florence St. 
Sheehy’s plans call for a fourth apartment to be 
added to the three-tenant house. The addition, to 
be located over the house’s garage, would not 
meet minimum building setback requirements. 

Sheehy’s proposal consists of a one-bedroom 
apartment, a connection between separately- 
standing structures, an enclosed stairway to the 
new unit, plus storage space underneath. 

The developer stated there would be ‘‘ad- 
equate’ parking at the site, with two spaces al- 
lotted for the two-bedroom units on the ground 
floor, and one space for the one-bedroom units 
above. 

“I would assume the general purpose of this 
construction would be additional income?” 
Chairman Wesley Whitney asked. 

“Frankly,” Sheehy responded, ‘‘I get a loditio- 
nal income?’’ Chairman Wesley Whitney asked. 

‘‘Frankly,’’ Sheehy responded, ‘I get a lot of 
calls for apartments. There is an obvious need 
for affordable housing in this town.”

‘“‘We know,”’ quipped Whitney. ‘‘Are you sure 
you don’t want to apply for a comprehensive 
permit?” 

The only residential concern expressed was by 
Margaret Cronin, who said approval of additio- 
nal rental housing would create ‘“‘a dangerous 
precedent.” She argued use of garage space for 
housing goes against ‘‘the intended use’’ of the 
space. 

Whitney asked the two men facetiously ‘‘are 
we just generally upgrading Florence St. to- 
night?” 

Whitney then asked both petitioners if they 
objected to the others’ plans. “‘No,”’ Sheehy said. 
‘“‘We want to be good neighbors.”’ 

The Zoning Board also conducted eight other 
hearings this month. 

Robert and Susan Stocks of Tewksbury re- 
quested permission to construct a single additio- 
nal building at 469 South Main St. The lot does 
not meet minimum setback requirements and 
does not conform to the 90 percent rule. The site 
is partially wetlands, and Whitney asked the 
Stocks’ attorney to write a letter of explanation 
to the board ‘‘so we don’t walk into the wet 
lands’’ when examining the site 

John Dugger, representing John Winters, pre- 
sented a petition to allow an indoor storage area 
to be built for equipment at the Andover Small 
Engines property, 90 School St. The addition will

be “‘inocuous,’’ Dugger said, because it faces a 
wall, and he added abuttors would be ‘‘over- 
joyed’”’ not to have to view equipment being 
stored outdoors at the site. The storage area 
would not meet minimum setback require- 
ments. 

Stephen Asgeirson was constructing a deck 
and den addition to his home at 14 Glenwood 
Road Extension when he received a cease and 
desist order from the Building Inspector’s Of- 
fice. He petitioned the board as a party ag- 
grieved by the building inspector, to allow 
construction of a 10 feet by 16 feet deck, a den, 
and to enlarge a bedroom.

“politicizing a very difficult subject.” The 
AHPC was formed as a function of ‘‘the exis- 
tence of the comprehensive permit law,” he 
pointed out. “Andover will have affordable 
housing, and it will be done through this proc- 
ess until the state and the town come up with 
some other method.” 

“The local League of Women Voters and 
their officers, and George, do the town a dis- 
service by opposing comprehensive permits,” 
Haynes said. “The comprehensive permit is 
the very thing that makes affordable housing 
possible in Andover. If people on the (AHPC) 
committee disagree, I ask you to resign and 
save yourself from further embarrassment.” 

Jean Salazar, an AHPC member and presi- 
dent of the local League of Women Voters, re- 
sponded by saying “while I now believe we can 
produce some good affordable housing with 
comprehensive permits if we use it properly, 
last February I did make some statements—so 
if you want to fire me from the committee you 
have to do that, too.’’ 

After the residents had their say, Danneman 
made a final statement. ‘‘I believe I can still 
be effective,’ he said when selectman Gail 
Ralston asked if he would ever be able to per- 
form serviceably for the AHPC. “‘I will let by- 
gones be bygones and get on with working to 
get Andover affordable housing. Please give 
me that chance and reinstate me.”’ 

Ralston sided with Danneman in her re-

Ralston urged members of all town commit- 
tees to ‘hang in there and believe in the 
town.” She said “‘all committees have a very 
valid place in this town, and I rely on their 
recommendations to formulate an opinion.” 

“I don’t believe it was Danneman’s actions 
alone that delayed the (affordable housing) 
process,”’ Ralston stated. ‘‘He didn’t act on his 
own in asking the state for help, he had the 
support of the AHPC.” 

Ralston, who abstained from a consent agen- 
da motion that named John O’Brien to the 
AHPC in Danneman’s place, blamed town offi- 
cials for not giving “‘proper guidance” to the 
committee. She said the manner in which Dan- 
neman was dismissed made her ‘‘uncomfort- 
able at best.’’ 

“I don’t believe George is against affordable 
housing,” Ralston said. “‘Many people in town 
believe George articulates their concerns, and 
I'd like to see him reinstated.” 

Ralston’s comments drew applause from the 
audience, but statements by Dalton and Select- 
man Charles Wesson supporting Mahony’s 
town-chartered right to remove Danneman 
drew vocal opposition.”’ 

Wesson tried to be diplomatic, saying ‘this 
one’s a close decision. This has been one of the 
most difficult nights I’ve had to endure on this 
board.

Frank Avruch, host of Channel 5’s “The 
Great Entertainment”’ series, will host Merri- 
mack College’s 1987 St. Augustine Awards Din- 
ner on Friday evening, Oct. 2, at the Sheraton 
Rolling Green Inn in Andover.

According to Andover Education Asso- 
ciation President. James Redmond, tea- 
chers last year were dissatisfied with 
working conditions and perceived the 
administration was ignoring their con- 
cerns. 

In April, the union brought the teach- 
ers’ concerns and a list of proposals to 
the attention of the administration and 
the School Committee. Some meetings 
were held to discuss the issues, but over- 
all, Redmond commented, ‘‘the dialogue 
has been spotty.” 

According to Redmond, results from a 
Staff Satisfaction Survey of 210 teachers, 
conducted last spring, showed a high lev- 
el of dissatisfaction with their situation. 

In a presentation to the School Com- 
mittee Tuesday night, Redmond ex- 
plained that ‘‘Utmost in the minds of the 
educators was a fear that the condition

show “real problems exist 1n every cat- 
egory of the survey.” One of the areas 
teachers felt most poorly about was 
‘Teacher Involvement In Policy Forma- 
tion,’ with 71 percent responding that 
policy decisions were ‘rarely based on 
carefully developed research.” 

Additionally, 83 percent felt that the 
School Committee placed less relevance 
on teacher opinion than on community 
opinion, and 80 percent felt teachers 
were rarely notified of changes being 
considered prior to implementation. 

Economically, 82 percent felt benefits 
for teachers were inadequate. Ninety- 
seven percent contend the school system 
could provide higher teacher salary, but 
70 percent noted that salary schedule 
provisions are fair. 

Redmond went on to discuss other 
areas of concern. Why some schools are 
oreferable to others for assignment, pay 

itions, why teacher 
orts art it utilized 
fostering of faculty cliques, were just a 
rew 

The union president then made it clear 
that there ‘‘are some brighter moments 
to the survey as well.’’ Over 80 percent 
believe their work is important and near- 


ly all have acceptable teaching assign- 
ments. Nearly 90 percent praised the 
association for being active in areas out- 
side teacher salaries, as well. 

Redmond commented that ‘‘some in- 
roads have already been made.” He 
added that Seifert agreed ‘‘we had em- 
barked on a ‘too much, too soon’ path, 
that the expectations were too lofty, that 
the staff was overextended, and that 
we'd best reconsider our intent.”’ 

“The superintendent has set a course 
for this year which appears at the outset 
to be attainable, and that course is up 
front so that everyone is aware of its 
scope,” concluded Redmond. This, he 
added, should alleviate many of last 
year’s problems. 

Redmond explained that various com- 
mittees have been established for teach- 
er involvement in discussion of issues

In addition, Redmond suggested 
‘Blue Ribbon Panel’’ of administrators, 
faculty, parents and school committee 
members be formed to study the Asso- 
ciation’s April proposals ‘‘in an effort to

Committee members suggested con- 
ducting the same survey next spring in 
order to analyze whether or not progress 
has actually been made, and agreed dis- 
cussions should be continued in the 
meantime. Committee member Margo 
Tilghman requested the results from oth- 
er similar communities with which to 
compare the results. 


Redmond answered that ‘If anything 
comes from this—room for conversa- 
tion—then it will have been worth it.’’ He 
added that data requested by Tilghman 
could be provided. 


In relating an earlier parent comment 
that the committee was not listening to 
parent input, and the comment that tea- 
chers felt their opinions were being ig- 
nored, Ed Accomando, 87 Sunset Road,
